Divers were rushed to the scene by helicopter but tonight 
Renr-Admiral Allen Shinn, aboard the aircraft car- 
rier Wasp, reported the tapping had become weaker,’ 
then stopped.

Right now the prospects are 
not goud at all. ‘The water is very cold and the alr 
supply — if the men were trapped in-an air pocket— 
may be gone.” :
